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"If he did what he's accused of 
doing, he did it with the best interest 
of the Village (of Antioch) in mind," 
said Antioch trustee Dorothy Larson . 
of the 15-count indictment against 
former Antioch administrator Tim 
Wells. 

The indictment made by a Lake 
County grand jury on Feb. 20 
charges Wells, a 50-year-old Antioch 
resident, with three counts of official 
misconduct, eight counts of forgeiy, 
one count of obstructing justice, one 
count of perjury, unlawful stringing 
of bids and unlawful interference 
with contract submission and award 
by a public official. No criminal 
charges have been filed against the 
Village of Antioch. 

George Strickland, chief of the 
criminal division of the Lake County 
State's Attorney office said four or 
five of the counts pertain to the ini- 
tial diversion of $1.5 million in 
funds, and the others attempt to 
cover up those acts. The money, 
bequeathed to the village by Dolly 
Spiering for Antioch seniors, was to 
have been put in a special fund, but 
was instead used to pay village bills. 

Wells is not accused of using any 
of the money for personal gain. 

Arraignment has been sched- 
uled for March 6 before Judge 
Raymond McKoski. 

If convicted, Wells could be sen- 
tenced to as little as probation or as 
much as 10 years in prison. 

Wells, who juggled the jobs of 
Antioch village administrator and 
administrator consultant for the 
Village of Fox Lake between May 
and August of 2001, came to a mutu- 






. 



al agreement with Fox Lake officials 
to "sever the relationship" on Feb. 

21. 

"Mr. Wells has been providing 
an outstanding service to the Village 
of Fox Lake. He has brought a new 
level of professionalism to the 
municipality in the conduct of its 
business," said Fox Lake Mayor 
Nancy Koske. 

The charges came after months 
of investigation following a routine 
audit, requested by current Antioch 
Mayor Taso Maravelas, revealed 
that the money bequeathed to 
Antioch seniors by Dolly Spiering 
had been diverted and spent. 
Maravelas declined to make a com- 
ment at this time about the indict- 
ment. "I would really rather make a 
comment later," he said. 

;, However, during a November 
board meeting to announce the 
audit findings, Maravelas said, "All 
of the money is gone. There is only 
$500 in one account." 

The money had been deposited 
into the general and enterprise 
funds. Though an ordinance was 
approved on June 19,2000 to estab- 
lish a special fund for the seniors, 
this was never done. 

The failure to establish this 
account is one of the three counts of 
official misconduct charged against 
Wells. The other two are for spend- 
ing the Spiering fund money on 
something other than senior inter- 
ests and for hiring (making a stipend 
payment) to Antioch Senior Center 
director Paul Howard without the 
authority of the board of directors. 

In a correspondence from Wells 
to village trustees in service during 
his tenure to explain his actions, 
Wells said of the Spiering money: 
"No one, including (former) Mayor

(Marilyn) Shinefiug, any of the pre- 
vious board members, village staff, 
Paul Howard, senior advisory coun- 
cil members knew about how and 
where the funds of Dolly Spiering 
were being used or not being used." 
Wells said in that document that 
funds were spent on the completion 
of the police station and on the 
completion of the parks building. 
He also said he had planned to 
repay the money based on income 
projections he had made. 

The eight counts of forgery 
against Wells stem from four docu- 
ments that he first forged and then 
delivered. According to Strickland, 
the act of delivering a forged docu- 
ment is an act of forgery.

Damage control follows Wells' indictment

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Shock and disappointment are 
only some the emotions being felt 
after former Antioch village admin- 
istrator Tim Wells was indicted on a 
number of charges stemming from 
the diversion of over $1 million dol- 
lars earmarked for Antioch seniors. 

Misinformation circulated in vil- 
lage meetings and in area newspa- 
pers finds a number of entities 
defending themselves. 

Antioch Public Library director 
Kathy LaBuda said, "Please correct 
the information that some of the 
Spiering money went to the library. 
We are in the middle of a fundraising

effort for furniture for the library. 
This could greatly hurt our efforts." 

When Antioch resident Dolly 
Spiering died she left money to the 
organizations she held dear: the 
Lakes Region Historical Society, 
PM&L Theatre, the Antioch Rescue 
Squad and to the village earmarked 
for seniors and the Antioch Senior 

Center.

officer Chris Lienhardt said, "The 
chief (Dennis Volling) wants to make 
it clear that none of the diverted 
money went to pay for the comple- 
tion of the second fire station or for 
the ladder truck. The fire station was 
completed on time and under bud- 
get, and the ladder truck was a 50-50 

venture." 
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A five-percent utility tax increase 
has been levied on natural gas, elec- 
tricity and phone service in Antioch 
to cover the costs of repaying a bank 
loan to repay the Spiering fund for 
seniors. Though the tax will only be 
in place for about three years, and 
will be immediately repealed when 
the loan is repaid, many residents 
are unhappy about the increase. 

When first discussed, Antioch 
resident Nancy Binder, pointing out 
the negative impact to seniors, said, 
"I think this is ill-advised. You've 
taken the likely three-percent social 
security increase four times over/' 
. The Village of Fox Lake is now in 
the position of having to replace

"He also 
lied under oath in front of the Lake County 
grand jury on Jan. 16 regarding Shineflug's sig- 
nature," said Strickland, which led to the 
charge of perjury against Wells. 

Strickland said Wells was charged with 



unlawful stringing of bids because he attempt- 
ed make it look like a "private entity" was hir- 
ing Diemer Plumbing and Excavating to 
revamp two bathrooms at the Senior Center. 
In reality, the village was contracting for the 
work to be done and that is an "open bid situ- 
ation." 

The second illegal bid was to move the 
Scout House. Strickland said Wells "flat out 
never went to get bids." He added that both 
state and Antioch ordinance require a bidding 
process for anything over $10,000. 

Larson said she feels that Wells was always 
an exemplary employee. "He's guilty of man- 
aging too much on his own. He's guilty of giv- 
ing the job to the right person, one whom the 
village had worked with many times and was 
known to do a good job. I don't believe he has 
a bad bone in his body." 

Strickland said there might be pension 
implications for Wells due to the charges of 
official misconduct.

Proof 8 hours at room temperature or 4 hours in the proofing box. After proof- 
ing, this is the fully active culture. 

In a skillet, saute the onion in the 1 tablespoon olive oil for 2 to 5 minutes, 
until translucent Remove the skillet from the heat, add the olives and let cool. 

Punch down the dough. Dissolve the salt in the remaining 1/4 cup water. Add 
to the dough and mix well. Reserve 1 cup of the flour for the board. Mix and 
spoon knead the remaining 1/2 cup flour into the dough. When too stiff to mix 
by hand, transfer to the floured board and knead in the remaining flour. 

Ratten the dough by hand and with a rolling pin into a rectangle about 6 by 9 
inches and 1/2 inch thick. Spread the onion-olive mix over the surface of the 
dough, leaving a 1-inch border uncovered on all sides. Roll up from a long side

German POW camp in 
late 1944, desperate to 
make a difference in win- 
ning the war find their effort more 
difficult because some of them 
hate other American troops more 
than they hate the Germans. 

Lt. Thomas Hart (Colin Farrell) 
has headquarters duty in Belgium 
because he is the son of a US 
Senator. That changes when . 
Germans, disguised as American 
soldiers, ambush and capture him. 

Upon his arrival at the POW 
camp, he is questioned by Col. 
William McNamara (Bruce Willis), 
the ranking American officer. We 
sense immediately that the colonel 
believes that Hart gave up informa- 
tion when interrogated by the 
Germans. He assigns Hart to the 
enlisted men's barracks, indicating 
his mistrust. When it appears that 
Hart is starting to fit in with Sgt. 
Bedford (Cole Hauser), the man in 
charge there and a deal maker wiUi 
the German guards, operating a * 
brisk trade for cigarettes and new 
boots, along come two black pilots 
downed by the Germans. Tuskegee 
Airmen, members of the 99th 
Fighter Squadron, these black offi- 
cers upset things when they are 
also assigned to the same barracks 
as Hart. The presence of Lt. Archer 
(Vicellous Shannon) and Lt. Scott 
(Terrence Howard) challenges the 
authority of the white enlisted men 
in the segregated Army of 1944. 
We are not sure what the agen- 
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da is of the camp's German . 
Commanding Officer Visser 
(Marcel lures) or of Col. 
McNamara. Visser has fine man- 
ners and can be kind but he is 
ruthless. He hangs Russians for fic- 
tional escape attempts just to make 
an impression on the newly arriv- 
ing POW's. Later, Lt. Archer is sum- 
marily shot and killed, on Visser's 
orders, because of an incident 
involving Sgt. Bedford and soon 
Bedford is found dead with Lt. 
Scott standing over his body. Col. 
Visser is ready to shoot Scott in the 
courtyard as soon as a full forma- 
tion can be called but changes his 
; mind when McNamara convinces 
him that a trial is the proper thing 

to do. 

Lt. Hart is assigned to defend 



Scott and as he begins his legal dis- 
covery, Hart learns something that 
can free his defendant. However, 
the disclosure would arguably 
cause a greater harm than Lt. Scott 
being executed if found guilty. The 
soldiers never forget that they are 
in a war. The climax of the film 
looks at what being a patriot means 
in the sense of "the greater good." 
Lt. Scott, Lt. Hart and Col. 
McNamara each have a chance to 

become a hero. 

We cry for the cruelty suffered by 
Lt. Archer and our hearts ache for Lt. 
Scott who has put aside his urge to 
strike out against the white soldiers 
because of his unfair treatment. 

When I first realized the hidden 
agenda behind the trial of Lt. Scott 
and the consequences, 1 wasn't 
sure if the means truly did justify 
the end. As in most good dramatic

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Lake Forest resident Steven Lee, a member 
of the Taiwan bobsleigh team that competed 
in the Winter Olympics in Utah, suffered 
major injuries in a head-on collision on 1-80 
west of the Quad Cities in Iowa Tuesday, but is 
expected to survive. 

Lee, 33, was a passenger in a 1997 
Chevrolet pickup truck driven by a friend, Sam 
Hwang, 20, of LaPorte, Ind. According to 
Trooper Robert Turpin of the Iowa State Police, 
Dist. 12, at 8:10 a.m. Hwang lost control of his 
truck, which was eastbound on 1-80, near 
Stockton, 30 miles west of the Quad Cities. The 
truck crossed the median and struck a Volvo 
semi-trailer truck heading west. 

Lee is in critical condition at Genesis East 
Hospital's Intensive Care Unit in Davenport, 
Iowa. 

Kathy Horrell, a spokesperson at Genesis, 



said that although Lee suffered major injuries, 
"He's expected to survive, but he will have a 
long road to recovery." Most of Lee's injuries 
were internal. 

Lee, who has lived in the U.S. for 20 years, 
competed for his native Taiwan as a member 
of its four-man bobsleigh team. He is the 
senior vice-president of investments at First 
Union Security in Deerfield, and has been 
bobsledding since 1996. . 

The crash is under investigation, police 

said, with charges pending. Hwang and the 

driver of the semi suffered minor injuries 

and were treated and released. AH three 

men were wearing seatbelts, according to 
police. 

Hwang has set up a fund at First Midwest 
Bank in Lake Forest to help defray medical 
costs.

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Grever trial set for March 1 
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Robert Grever, a former Lake County 
Board chairman and a 20-year board member, 
pleaded not guilty to 12 counts filed against 
him by a bike County Grand Jury. 

He entered the plea on Feb. 22. 

Circuit judge Mary Schostok Schostock 
agreed to hear the case and set a jury trial to 
begin on March 10. 

"The only decision was if the judge was ■ 
going to take the case," Robert Will, Grever's 
attorney. "She decided mat she could be fair. It is 
unusual that the jury selection and the trial will 
begin on the same date," said George Strickland, 
Lake County assistant states attorney. 

Grever, 66, of 2155 N. Quentin Rd., was 
charged by a Like County Grand Jury on Feb. 
13 with official misconduct and failure to pay 
Ela Township owed fees. 

.Grever is charged with 12 counts of offi- 
cial misconduct. Prosecutors said Grever, 
when he was Fla Township supervisor, failed 
to notify the town board of a bill involving his 
mother-in-law, the late Mae Chvojaka, that 
was not paid, .from 1991 to 1996 when she was 
at Winchester House. 

"It is important that Mr. Grever did not 
gain any money. There is question of motive. 
Standards are different from civil court to 
criminal court. He was a aware that the State's 
Attorney was investigating the case, but was 
surprised at the charges. But he, of all people, 
knows how the system works," Will said. 

At last week's hearing before Judge 
Christopher Starck, a March 10 trial date 



was set. 

A former Lake County Board chairman 
has been charged without following the rules 
regarding a family member's stay at 
Winchester House. 

"He owned the township $194,000, with 
$200,00 including interest. It is four a five-year 
period, but his actions cover seven years. He 
failed to disclose a debit to the township, 
something that is required before every town 
meeting. He is charged with six counts of offi- 
cial misconduct," said George Strickland, chief 
of the criminal division of Like County State's 
Attorney office. 

Grever's mother-in-law was in the 
Libertyville based Winchester House for the 
five years. He is charged with failing to per- 
form a mandatory duty; acting in excess of 
lawful authority for himself, his ex-wife Ruth 
Grever and his mother-in law, and for conceal- 
ing debt, and failing to collect on the deb. 

The state alleges that Ruth Grever spent 
monies that should be going to Winchester 
House payments on his former wife. "The 
estate has little or no money to pay the coun- 
ty," Strickland said. 

Grever was arrested at his home on Feb. 20 
by Lake County Sheriff's Department deputies 

and released on bond. 

Grever, of Kildeer, served for 10 years on 
the Lake County Board, serving as chairman 
from 1996-98. He was township supervisor 
from 1901 until he lost his seat in 2001 to 
KimberlyTinnerella.

Watershed planning may not be every- 
body's cup of tea, but the Lake County (SMC) 
Stormwater Management Commissions 
Squaw Creek Watershed planning committee 
keeps drawing a fair amount of stakeholders 
to its monthly meetings. 

At me first meeting, flooding was voted as 
the main concern by those in attendance, so it 
was a natural progression at the .second 
encounter that the main topic addressed by 
the committee was flooding and flood mitiga- 
tion in Lake County as it applies to the Squaw 
Creek plan. 

Held at the Round Like Village Hall, the 
discussion was led by Jason Obergfell, a water- 
shed engineer with the Lake County SMC. 

He said, "The types of flooding include 
overbank flooding, which is essentially 
streams, lakes, rivers or creeks, which over- 
whelm their banks and proceed on to other 
areas." 

According to the engineer, another type of 
flooding is called depressional, which is a low 
area that has no outlet or drainage and col- 
lects water the way a bathtub does and causes 
flooding to structures. 

• A third type of flooding is called localized, 
which can be caused by storm drains that are 
insufficient to handle severe storms. 

The fourth type of flooding that was dis- 
cussed pertained to sewer or septic failure 

Some of the possible ways of combating 
flooding that the committee are considering 
include having modified detention release 

rates into area lakes; preserving. existing flood- 
plains; restoring natural floodplaihs; regulat- 
ing development; restoring wetlands and 

requiring conservation development in all 
future construction. 

- Other goals include gathering all available 
data on what causes flooding; developing 
concepted mitigation plans and forming part- 
nerships with municipalities and townships to 
help control any future flooding problems in 
the Squaw Creek Watershed. 

Another goal is buying property that is in 

flood plain areas. 

According to Ward Miller, executive direc- 
tor of SMC, the county has received over $5 
million dollars in the last five years from agen- 
cies like FEMA to buy flood property. 

SMC is currently working on buying 50

homes that are in flood prone areas. 

The next meeting of the Squaw Creek 
Watershed planning committee is scheduled 
for March 20, at a location to be announced. 

Round bike Village Administrator Chris 
Miller has offered to hold the meeting at the 
Round Lake Village Hall. 

Also, Fremont Township Supervisor Pete 
Tekampe has offered the use of the Fremont 

Township Center. 

The Public Is invited to attend the meet- 
ings and offer opinions on the watershed. The 
committee has plans to meet monthly for an 
entire year. 

Some issues still to be discussed include 
identifying critical open spaces; overall water- 
shed clean-up; maintaining tiie baseflow of 
streams; educating the public about the 
watershed; long term monitoring and a possi- 
ble moratorium on development. 

The Squaw Creek Watershed is bounded 
roughly by Route 132 to the north, Hawley 
Road to the south, Route 83 on the east and 
Wilson Road to the west. 

The 30.4 square mile watershed includes 
Hainesville, Long Lake, Round Lake and parts 
of Fremont Township. 










Sierra Club Woods & Wetlands Group this

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Circuit Judge Mark Schostok had vowed 
a write-in campaign to win a Republican 
nomination for th 19th Judicial Circuit if the 
objection of her opponent was upheld in 
Appellate Court — but it wasn't. 

The Libertyville resident expressed con- 
fidence last month that the Appellate ruling 
would be in her favor. "I've got case law and 
the statutes on my side," said Schostok of 
the challenge raised by the wife of her oppo- 
nent, Robert Morton of Antioch. 

Through his wife, Nancy, Morton raised 
a legal objection to Schostok's nominating 
petition on the grounds that she used her 
title as part of her name in filing required 
biographical information. 

But Schostok was reinstated on the bal- 
lot on Feb. 21 after a favorable ruling by the 
Fourth District Appellate Court, said 
Election Executive Kathy Needham of the 
Lake County Clerk's office 

A Sangamon County (Springfield) 
Circuit Court judge ruled that Schostok was 
using "unfair influence" in the election 
process. The lower court ruling put a cloud 



of question over ballot preparation in Lake 
and McHenry counties. 

County Clerk Willard Helander said the 
legal maneuvering came after the final draw- 
ing of the ballot. Absentee ballots mailed in 
early February contained Schostok'sname. 
"Whatever the outcome," Helander assert- 
ed, "we had no choice but to proceed." 

Morton reportedly filed his candidacy 
with a single signature as opposed to the 
500 required and submitted by Schostok. 
Under the statues, the single signature peti- 
tion is sufficient if no formal objection is 
filed. 

The question of the legality of her candi- 
dacy has put a "tremendous strain on me 
personally and my family," asserted 
Schostok, who has served on the Circuit 
bench for the past year through appoint- 
ment after serving as an associate judge for 
three years. Schostok served in the Lake 
County state's attorney' office for 10 years 
before becoming a judge, specializing in 
prosecuting white collar crime and super- 
vising advocacy cases involving minors.

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For most of the 90s and now into the new millenium, the overrid- 
ing issue of county government has heen coping with growth. 
Without trying to oversimplify, the ongoing debate breaks down 
to two philosophies — allow the forces of the market and change 
to permit unfettered development or rein in the pace of growth 
through policy and regulation. 

In recent Like County Board elections, voters have supported, for 
the most part, candidates who understand the impact on taxpayers dol- 

ft » • • m 

lars to underwrite the cost of growth and development. Electors have 
put into the majority representatives who have been following a path 
that can best be called "controlled growth." Attendant to mis philoso- 
phy is minimizing expansion of county government and holding down 
taxes. 

We see this dialog continuing today. County Board candidates in 
the March 19 primary can be sorted out basically on their views on how 
to manage development and meet the demands of a growing popula- 
tion. In this edition, Lakeland Media offers comment and endorse- 
ments on contested County Board races: 

District 1 (Antloch area): Two unknown Democrats, Timothy A. 
Chichester, Antioch, and Scott Wold, Lake Villa, are competing for a 
nomination without much campaigning. No endorsement. For the 
Republican nomination, incumbent Judy L. Martini of Antioch is be- 
ing challenged by Kevin Schoudel. Martini supports policies that 
contain rampant growth. She has been responsive to voters, originally . 
getting involved with public issues by opposing a casino riverboat on 
the Fox River. Martini also is a friend of conservation and the environ- . 
ment. Schoudel has some interesting ideas about fostering inter-gov- 
ernmental cooperation, but we see no need to turn away Martini's 
record and experience. Martini deserves to be nominated and retained. 

District 2 (Wadsworth). For the Democratic nomination, Glenn 
Ryback of Gurnee gets the nod over Mark Strlcklhi, on the basis of his 
performance in local government. For the Republican nomination, in- 
cumbent Loretta McCarley of Beach Park is chosen over Randall 
E.Whitmore of Wadsworth for her performance in enhancing environ- 
ment and open space issues besides her willingness to take stands on 
tough questions. 

District 3 (Lake Villo/Lindenhurst): Incumbent Republican 
Suzi Schmidt is unopposed. 

District 4 (Zlon/Winthrop Harbor): Incumbent Republican 
Brent C. Poxton is unopposed. 

' District 5 (Wauconda, Fox Loke/Ingleslde): Incumbent Repub- 
lican Bonnie Thomson Carter is unopposed. 

District 6 (Grayslakc area): Incumbent Larry Leafblad (High- 
land Lake), a strong voice for controlled growth and open space, is fac- 
ing a strenuous challenge for the Republican nomination from Don 
Bauer of Round bike Park, who talks broadly about economic develop- 
ment. Bauer supports construction of Route 53. Leafblad is strongly 
endorsed for his leadership and understanding of the practical costs to 
the public of uncontained growth. He has served as chairman of the 
Building, Zoning and Planning Committee, which is responsible for im- 
plementing the Framework Plan, the approved guideline for land use 
and growth policy. Bauer's nomination and possible election in Novem- 
ber likely would turn back the clock on advances made for controlled 
growth. Dennis Murphy of Third Like is running unopposed for the 
Democratic nomination. 

District 7 (Guniee area): Marc Brogan of Gurnee is running 
unopposed for the Democratic nomination. Steve Carlson of Grand- 
wood Park gets our endorsement for the Republican nomination be- 
cause of his understanding of how county government interfaces with 
the public and his willingness to speak out against construction of Route 
53, which he considers a diversionary concept that doesn't address ways 
to improve the existing highway system. Carlson has practical ways to 
enhance the existing highway system as a response to gridlock. His op- 
ponent is Denis M. Gravel of Gurnee, who has voiced approval of con- 
tinued acquisition of public lands, a recognized approach to controlling 
growth, but thinks building Route 53 is a good way to improve trans- 
portation. 

District 8 (Waukegan): Both Democrat incumbent Robert 
Sabonjian and Republican Shirley Friendlander are unopposed. 

District. 9 (Waukegan): In the Democratic primary, Jose LZires is 
preferred because of his independence and the opportunity he offers to 
present a fresh, new outlook for the district's Hispanic majority. The 
other Democrats, Tony Figueroa, an alderman, and Mary Ross Cun- 
ningham, offer traditional party line stances on public issues. 

District 10 (Mundelein): Republican independent Diana O'Kelly 
is unopposed. 

District 1 1 (Grayslakc): Democrat Gayle J. Cinke is unopposed. 
In a Republican contest, Bryan Gutraj's youth and inexperience is 
clearly evident, although he can't be discounted for knowledge of issues 
and enthusiasm. Incumbent Sandy Cole has proved to be a steady, de- 
pendable leader, serious about maintaining the county's attractive 
lifestyle without courting high density urbanization. As Finance Com- 
mittee chair, Cole has demonstrated the ability to utilize county funds 
with care. Cole is a champion of controlled growth. Cole is endorsed. 

District 12 (Waukegan): Democrat incumbent Angelo D. Kyle is 

unopposed. 

We will continue our look at County Board races in Districts 13 

through 23 next week. 
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asino gambling in Illinois, 
like the hula-hoop, has 
seen its best days.

This is spooky. 
My Uncle John went to his eternal 
reward 30 years ago but I saw him the 
other day. 
I looked in a mirror and there he was, 
staring right back at me.

My dad, whose name was lerry Sr., had 
nine brothers: John, loe, Lawrence, Lou, Mike, 
Nick, Al, Tony and Pete.

Then he would be seen pedaling back home 
with a few pieces of wood balanced on the 
bike. For his fireplace, I suppose. 

It has been said that by age 50 we have 
the face we deserve. Considering my saintly 
lifestyle, I probably deserve a better mug than 
the one I have, and maybe one with a halo. 

I doubt we have much control over the 
way we wind up looking. Many siblings, as 
they get older, begin looking more and more 
like twins. I am the last of five brothers: Bob, 
Ralph, George, Earl and finally me. 

Ralph told me that sometimes when he 



glances in a mirror, he says, "Oh my good- 
ness, it's Bob." 

My father died 25 years ago but I feel he is 
as much a part of me as ever. When I loaf in

Let me check 
the garage; there must be a rickety old bike 
out there somewhere. 
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ceived recognition for turning around a crisis 
situation and die policies he initiated there 
have been copied in many other school sys- 
tems.

The nationwide, toll-fee poison cen- 
ter number, 1-800-222-1222, automatically 
connects callers with their designated local 
poison center, from anywhere in the U.S. All 
calls placed in Illinois will be routed to the 
IPC. The IPC will continue to be accessible 
through its previously published toll-free 
number, however, the IPC will slop promot- 
ing the former number and encourage use of

"Implementing a national number for 
poison centers helps to ensure that everyone 
has access to poison control services," said 
Michael.

Research program 
hopes to learn more 

Asthmas and Allergy Center of Chicago, 
S.C. hegins investigational asthma treatment 
study for adolescents and adults 

It seems that as the more we learn about 
asthma the less we know about how to best 
treat asthma. If doctors should have learned 
anything over the past dccade,there is more to 
asthma care then just dispensing prescrip- 
tions for asthma medications. 

"The vending machine approach to treating 
asthma, simply dispensing prescription after 
prescription, is a model for failure in treating 
and controlling asthma" sates Dr. Edward 
Lisberg, Director of the Asthma and Allergy 
Center of Chicago. "Unfortunately, asthma 
care too often fails because of failure in med- 
ical care: failure to use lung function tests to 
properly assess asthma seventy, failure in 
understanding how best to deliver asthma 
medication into the lungs by inhalers, and fail- 
ure of doctors knowing which medication is 
the better choice for controlling asthma." 

As part of a multi-center, nationwide 
research project, Dr. Lisberg- is Principal 
Investigator conducting a clinical asthma 
treatment research study that may ultimately 
help doctors determine which asthma med- 
ication to choose for their adolescent and 
adult patients with chronic asthma. Qualified 
participants will be asked to complete a total 
of 7 study visits beginning with a two-week 
run-in period while using their current 
inhaled corticosteroid, switching to open- 
label Advair DISKUS combination product for 
four weeks, followed by. 16 weeks of double- 
dlinded treatment with either Advair DISKUS, 
Flovent DISKUS, serevent DISKUS or 
Singulair. 

This clinical study will allow doctors and 
their patients to compare improvement in 
asthma control, satisfaction with treatment, 
and asthma-related healthcare.

Dear Mrs. W., 

This is somewhat of a tough quandary 
because on the one hand, definitely, 
academics and school performance is of 
the utmost importance, but many of the 
kids that I see that come in for my process- 
ing/attention program also seem to have 
naturally gravitated toward the sport 
because it is something they do well and 

can feel good about. If the academic area 

is a constant struggle (and if they are 
coming to you it probably is) and the child 
experiences nothing but pain from it, it is a 
natural thing for the child to want to do 
what that child is good at. Watching a 
child feel good is also a good thing in 
parents' minds and they don't want to take 
that one good thing away. 

Now, with that said, I have to 
. say that the one piece I don't see much of 
anymore is adults helping children to learn 
to stick with the tough stuff even when it 
hurts. 1 see a lot of going with the natural 
stuff that feels good. I often wilHiave 
parents want to work my processing/ 
attention program around sports events as 
well. Usually I ask them if they think their 
child will go pro in that sports area. If the 
answer is , "no," I ask them to then look at 
some of the very things you've brought up 
here. What message is the child getting 
from that? What message do they want the 

child to get? 

Ultimately, which will get the child 
further in life, sports or school? Usually, I 
am not looking at two parents who are 
purposely trying to destroy their child's 



academic chances. On the contrary, I am 
staring into the faces of two people who 
want their child to feel happy and do well 
at something that the child holds dear. 
Two people who want the best for their 
child and think that this is the perfect way 
to get that. Most of the time, in my experi- 
ence, gently explaining your position and 
talking about it leads to a logical way to 
work out the scheduling difficulty and the 
priorities. 

Another important thing to remember 

is this: many parents who have dealt with 

their child's learning problem, have been 

. through many levels of help and testing and 

programs etc. Many times, they may not 

have had much success with the learning 

programs out there so far, and are not quite 

convinced that the "program of the week" 

will be any different in terms of success. It is 

up to you to not only let them know how 

your treatment will be successful for their 

child, in specific terms, but also to help 

them to see the future through that success 
vision. 

It's important to help them learn to 
tackle the brick wall that has become in the 
way of their child's academic success. It's 
important to show them that they can take 
that wall down, brick by brick. Once they 
feel successful, priorities will most likely 
shift naturally. 

•Attacking parent's choices about their 
child's sports without any of the rest of this 
involved will most certainly put the parents 
on the defensive and make it so no one 

hears anything anyone else has to say. 

Bottom line here is, if parents decide 
that sports need to be first, there isn't much 
you will be able to do to change that. You 
try your best and the rest is up to the par- 
' ents. Personally, I feel and have seen that 
there is a way to balance both sports and 
academics. Good luck.

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Finding a "dental home" for your child by 
age one should be a priority for parents who 
haven't given much thought about the first 
trip to the dentist. 

The Chicago Dental Society (CDS) recom- 
mends that parents take their child to the den- 
tist early— sometime between the eruption of 
the first tooth and the first birthday — for an 
examination and screening for any dental 
problems. On the initial visit, the parents will 
also receive instructions on how to provide 
good oral care for their toddler. 

Why do children need to visit the dentist 
so early? 

Many parents don't realize that caries and 
growth problems can start at an early age as a 
result of excessive bottle and breastfeeding. 

"Good dental care is linked to a child's 
overall health and it should begin at an early 
age," said Kirk Kollman, DMD, a pediatric 
dentist in Chicago. "The first dental visit is an 
important milestone for the toddler and par- 
ents. It helps the child to feel comfortable with 
going to the dentist's office and being around 
the dentist." 

If parents promote good dental health 
habits at an early age, there's a greater chance 
that a child will develop a routine that leads to 
a lifetime of good oral hygiene. Children with 
healthy teeth chew foods easily, learn to speak 
clearly and smile with confidence. 

Parents should plan for the first trip to the 
dentist so that it goes smoothly. They can 
begin by reading a book about a child's first 
visit to the dentist prior to the appointment, 
and talking about the special trip so that the 
child won't be scared.. 

The first visit is a get-acquainted session 
with the dentist and family. The dentist may 
let the child sit and ride in the chair alone and 
look at the dental equipment. The dentist will 
examine the mouth and teeth, and answer 

questions. Depending on the age of the child, 
the dentist may polish and count the teeth 

during the visit. Many dentists provide a small 
toy or sticker for the child at the end of the 
visit. 

The Chicago Dental Society (CDS) and Dr. 
Kollman have some advice for parents: 
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The Chicago Dental Society recom- 
mends children should see a dentist 
sometime between a child's first tooth 
and first birthday. 

•Select a time for your appointment when 
your child will be alert and rested — such as 
during the morning. Try not to schedule a visit 
during naptime, when a child may be tired 
and cranky. 

•Read your child a story featuring a charac- 
ter that has a visit to the dentist. Your library or 
bookstore may have some available that will 
put your child at ease. If your child is older, 
another option is to go online to the CDS web- 
site, Just for Kids, to help prepare for the visit. 

•Do not use any words that can scare your 
child. Don't say the visit "won't hurt" or "don't 
worry" because it raises the issue that it might. 
About 90 percent of first visits and dental check- 
ups are non-invasive and don't involve pain. 

•firing a list of questions about your 
child's dental health along and discuss them 
with the dentist during your visit. 

•Allow the dentist to establish a rapport 

with your child to build a belter relationship. 
Sometimes this is best accomplished on a 

one-on-one basis, without the parent in the 
room. Prior to the visit, check with your den- 
tist to see what he or she prefers. 

"We recommend mat a child has regular- 
ly scheduled visits with the dentist every six 
months or sooner, if a problem develops," Dr. 
Kollman said.

Peri-menopause is the phase leading up 
to menopause during which a woman's hor- 
mones begin to change. Some women may 
experience a variety of physical signs or none 
at all. Menopause officially begins when men- 
struation has ceased for 12 consecutive 

months. 

There are two nutrition-related health 

concerns for women during the menopause 

phase of their lives. One is an increased risk of 

developing heart disease. According to the 

American Heart Association, coronary heart 

disease is the number one killer for American 

women. One in 10 American women, 45 to 64 

years of age, as some form of heart disease. 

This increases to one in five women over the 

age of 65. 

To lower your risk of heart disease, look at 
the controllable risk factors, the risk factors 
that you can do something about. The con- 
trollable risk factors are smoking, high choles- 
terol, high blood pressure and physical inac- 
tivity. The more risk factors that you have, the

more likely you are to develop heart disease. 

The other health-related concern is loss of 
bone tissue, which can weaken bones and 
cause osteoporosis. Osteoporosis affects 20 

million Americans. 
It may affect as 
many as one out of 
every two women 
after menopause. 
Some of the risk fac- 
tors of osteoporosis 
include a small thin 
body frame; a family 
history of osteo- 
porosis; a diet low in 
calcium and 

Vitamin D; inactive 
lifestyle; smoking and the completion of 
menopause. 

Osteoporosis can be preventable by con- 
suming enough calcium and participating in 
weight-bearing physical activity. Women 
between the ages of 19 and 50 need 1000 mil- 
ligrams per day of calcium. Women over 51 
need 1200 milligrams per day. (One cup of 
low-fat milk contains 300 milligrams of calci- 
um). Weight-bearing activities build muscle 
and bone strength and help to prevent bone 
loss. Iixamples of weight-bearing activities 
include walking, stair climbing and dancing. 

The Lake County Health Department 
Community Health Center is offering a three- 
part education program titled "Age is 
Becoming." The program educates and 
empowers women about the changes that 
occur during and after menopause. This pro- 
gram uses an upbeat approach as it addresses 
concerns, offers problem-solving strategies 
and builds participants' energy and motiva- 
tion to make the next 35 to 55 years of their 
lives even better than the first 35.

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Personal use of Company Tools Isxi Mistake

Have you ever used the company photocopier to copy your income 
laxes before you send them to ihe government? I have. Have you every 
used your office phone to make a personal call? I have. Have you ever 
used the computer on your desk to send c-mall to a friend? I have. 

But, according lo the American Management Association, more 
employers arc monitoring how employees use these services. Here are 
some startling statistics from their April, 2001 survey of over 1600 large 
and medium sized firms: 

• The number of companies that monitor what employees do on the 
Internet has doubled since 1997. 

• 63% of those firms monitor which sites dieir employees visit. 

• 47% review their employees c-mall. 

• 43% track phone calls. 

• 38% use video surveillance cameras. 

• 31% have fired someone for misusing lite phone, c-mall or die 
Internet.. . • ' 

Since these statistics arc almost a year old, we can assume that the 
numbers arc even higher now. 

Yes, Big Brother Is watching, but before you cry "unfair" lets look at 
the reasons that companies have been forced Into this position. In the 
litigious society In which we live, companies arc being sued everyday 
for treating employees wrongly. Although many of these suits are justi- 
fied, the vast majority of these cases are frivolous, In my opinion. When 
a company fires an employee for stealing physical company property 
but allows another employee to steal computer time, photocopies, or 
telephone usage they arc in Jeopardy of a law suit. 

Now I certainly understand that an occasional copy is not going to 
bankrupt a healthy company. But over lime die misuse of these services 
will either put a burden on profits or the costs will be passed on to the 
customers. In addition, wc can assume that you and I are not the only 
two who have misused these services. The real problem, as I sec it, is 
that many employees don't perceive that the misuse of these services is 
stealing. Many of those who have participated in these acts would never 
think of taking a shovel home from a work site. Most people who work 
In a retail store would not think of taking home merchandise, and those 
who work at a bank know that II Is wrong to take money home. 

Yet, when It comes to intangibles there seems lo be a misunderstand- 
ing thai these services have a value that Is paid for by the company. The 
fact that wc can not always touch or sec a service seems to change our 
value about it's value. Yet, the very reason that most people make the 
. copies at work is the avoidance of the cost of going to ihclibrary or the 
local copy shop to use a copier. The reason most people use the com- 
pany's computer raUicr buying a computer and subscribing to an 

Internet service at home is die cost. 
Many of the companies in America perceive that the misuse of these 
services Is stealing. Each day more of them are monitoring the use of 
these services. 31% of the companies have fired employees for misus- 
ing these services. Is it worth that risk?

C^ m 1 low long is loo long to wait? I was interviewing for a job 
if ■ with (name withheld). I interviewed initially and was 
called back for a second interview a week and a half later. After 
the second interview. I was told I was among 2 people in con- 
tention for the position and that I would shortly be notified about 
a third interview, I turned down another job offer for a little less 
money during this time, because my heart was really in getting 
the position with (name withheld). After not hearing from them 
in the next five days about the third interview, I contacted the 
person in Human Resources. Her response was, "Oh yes, I am 
supposed to schedule you for next week to meet with a third per- 
son. 1 agreed to the date and time, but the more 1 thought about 
it, this wa a 3 and a half week process already, and 1 couldn't 
hold out for work much longer. My friends and family tried to 
encourage me to continue to interview for other positions during 
this time in case this fell through. 1 was stubborn believing I 
could get this job. The. day before the interview I made sure I had 
everything under control especially research on the company so 
I would be prepared. The morning of the interview a call came in 
to me from the person in Human Resources pushing my inter- 
view time ahead 4 hours to later that afternoon. Much to my sur- 
prise I received a call an hour before the interview from Human 
Resources informing me they filled the position with the other 
candidate. I wasted almost a month on this company and now am 
back to square one. I'm angry and feel like a total fool since my 
family tried to warn me this could happen. What advice can you 
give to others to prevent this from happening to them? What 
steps should I personally take to put this behind me. Thank you. 
T.M. (via email) 

A H It is a shame that you fell into that situation. It's more of a 
■ shame that the company felt so little regard to not even lake 
the lime to interview you after keeping you hanging that long. It's 
the old saying . . . "Don't put all your eggs in one basket." Don't 
dwell on this because it will only anger you more. These situations 
occur more often then you know. I he trick is to continue to chan- 
nel your efforts with the idea that you too will continue to interview 
just the same as the company is doing during that time. There arc 
companies out there who when they are finally finished wilh all the 
interviews, extend an offer to someone who may have interviewed 
with them a few weeks before that they fell was the ideal candidate, 
only lo find that person didn't wait around for them and has since 
unwed on lo another opportunity. Then the company realizes that 
they are back to square one themselves and need lo start the process 
all over again. It can he a wasted effort in many cases. Obviously 
the company saw something very strong in you as a candidate to 
have kept you hanging on. It was possibly the idea that they were 
planning on extending the offer to the other candidate all along, and 
wailing to see if that person would accept the position. If they did- 
n't, they knew they had another great candidate waiting in the 
wings. Use this as a learning experience. You'll come back 
stronger. Good luck.
